NIXON DEEP IN SCANDAL; 
THEN THERE’S THAT TAX 
DEAL OF EISENHOWER’S! 


Leading Eisenhower papers in their editorial columns have 
supplied the best evidence that the scandal involving Senator 
Richard M. Nixon of California is no Commie smear.

demnation indeed. 
The New York Herald Tribune at once declared: 


The proper course for Senator Nixon in the circumstances is 
to make a formal offer of withdrawal from the ticket. 

The New York Times said: 

The question which the Republican leaders must now face, and 
decide without loss of time, is whether Nixon’s record in this mat- 
ter has not fatally impaired his usefulness as a candidate for the 
office of Vice-President. 

The Pittburgh Post-Gazette, which for many years has 
taken the Republican ticket straight, said with cruel energy 
in truthtelling: 

People begin wondering whether a fan who kicks in a few hun- 
-dred bucks to help a lawmaker make clerical ends meet might not 
ask a favor in return. And even if the favor is never asked, the 
lawmaker has no business accepting such money. 


The Baltimore Sun, a Democratic paper which had come) 


out for Eisenhower, said: 

Senator Nixon has hurt General Eisenhower’s chances. The 
General’s campaign depends largely for its force upon the issue of 
corruption. 

The Washington Post, a supporter of Eisenhower: 

Senator Nixon saw the proprieties very clearly in another case 
almost a year ago. In October, 1951, he demanded that William M. 
Boyle and Guy Gabrielson resign as national chairmen of their 
parties because of their activities in connection with RFC loans. 
He stated that, although he could find “no evidence of moral 
turpitude” in the actions of either chairman, nevertheless their 
resignations would help achieve the “paramount need” of restor- 
ing public confidence in the Federal Government. Senator Nixon 
Mid right then, and his advice is even more applicable in his case 

ay.

Mind you, all those drastic statements are made by news- 
papers which are supporting the Republican ticket! So if any- 
one tries to tell you that the Nixon scandal is just an attack 


by the Democrats, or a ‘smear by Commies and corruption-| 
ists,’ just quote what those big newspapers supporting lke and} 
Nixon said. 

Those big Eisenhower papers know their ticket has suf- 
fered what may well prove to be a mortal wound. 

Even if Nixon should resign, what kind of a situation does | 
that leave the GOP, trying to make itself famous as the Good | 
Old Purity Party, floundering about in? 


As for Eisenhower himself, of course he’s shocked. Still, | 
his own experience in getting his income tax adjusted so he| 
could make a big cleanup on the proceeds of bis, book ought} 
to have prepared him for the\shock. 

Drew Pearson in answering many questions about this 
episode in Ike’s career, wrote this week: 

é The facts regarding General )Eisenhower’s taxes are that he 
was paid $1,000,000 for his book, written after his return from 
Europe. Ordinarily he would hawe paid taxes of around 77 per 
cent on his income, leaving him , profit (after taxes) of around 
$230,000. 

Instead, he paid a Ben epee | tax of 25 per cent, leaving him 
a profit of $750,000. { 

The General secured this high}y beneficial tax ruling perfectly 
legally, but a certain amount off influence probably entered the 
picture. 

The General called personally on Charles Oliphant, who later 
resigned under fire as a result of income-tax exposes by this 
columnist and the King Committee. Ike argued to Oliphant that 
he was not a writer, but a soldier, therefore the sale of his writ- 
ings was the sale of a capital investment, the investment of his 
own experiences. 

Oliphant took advantage of a tax loophole to give General 
Eisenhower a prompt ruling in the affirmative. 

Congress later moved to prevent anyone else from getting such 
a ruling by passing what was dubbed “the Eisenhower amend- 
ment” to the 1950 tax law. 

As a result, General Omar Bradley, who wrote his memoirs last 
year, also made a lot of money. But he had to pay most of it to 
Uncle Sam in taxes. 

The “Eisenhower amendment” to the 1950 tax law specifically 
provides that a person selling a book or other artistic work must 
be taxed the full rate, rather than the bargain, 25 per cent, capital- 
gains rate. 


In the middle of what's been revealed about Nixon, it's 
interesting to be reminded that Congress had to pass a law to 
stop ‘legal’ tax evasions of the type Ike managed to achieve! |

Irwin E. Klass, editor of the Federation News, which ts pub- 
lished weekly by the Chicago Federation of Labor, takes a look at 
the press and discovers in his own bailiwick the truth of Governor 
Stevenson’s statement that America has a “one party press in a 
two-party country.” 

When Governor Stevenson chided the press for its 
practically uniform opposition to his candidacy, terming 
the bulk of the nation’s newspapers a “one-party press ina 
two-party country,” he stung publishers... 

Said Charles F. McCahill, president of the American 
Newspaper Publishers Association: “It is the responsibility 
of the individual editor and publisher to decide what is 
printed in a particular newspaper. Fortunately, there is no 
power in this country to standardize the editorial views of 
any editor or publisher.” 

As we see it, Mr. Cahill is involved in a meat contradic- 
tion. There is no ‘‘power” to standardize editorial views— 
but he doesn't deny Governor Stevenson's charge of uni- 
formity .. 

The individual voter thinks there is a ‘power’ creating 
unanimity of political outlook of the press. Some charge 
that since publishing is basically a profit seeking business, 
it necessarily adopts the views of the other commercial and 
industrial interests in the community. 

Right here in Chicago the press goes far beyond Gov- 
ernor Stevenson's figure of 75 per cent opposition. Here— 
our dailies reached perfection. There are ardent campaign- 
ers for the Republican ticket—editorially and in their news 
columns—while the Tribune curses both candidates...
